10 WILLIAMS ROAD & ATLANTIC GULF BOULEVARD
11 INTERSECTION IMPROVEMENTS; AND PROVIDING AN
12 EFFECTIVE DATE.

14 WHEREAS, Resolution No. 2020-21, adopted the 2020-2021 fiscal year budget which
15 includes $300,000 for the Williams Road & Atlantic Gulf Boulevard Intersection
16 Improvements; and

18 WHEREAS, the Village of Estero received contract proposal in the amount of

19 $469,099 for the design/permittmg of the proposed intersection improvements; and

21 WHEREAS, the Village ofEstero received contract proposal in the amount of $54,000

22 for the project management of the proposed intersection improvements; and

24 WHEREAS, the total Fiscal Year 2020-2021 project cost is estimated to be $575,500,
25 which includes a 10% contingency to cover unforeseen project costs; and

27 WHEREAS, as provided in the Village Charter Section 8(6)(d), the following transfer
28 of unencumbered appropriations will be added to the 2020-2021 Budget.

30 NOW, THEREFORE, be it resolved by the Village Council of the Village of Estero,
31 Florida:

33 Section 1. Approve funding transfer of $275,500 from General Fund

34 unencumbered appropriations 001-000-5810300 into the Capital Projects line items fund 300-

35 710-54163 04 for Williams Road and Atlantic Gulf Blvd. Intersection Improvements.

37 Section 2. This Resolution shall take effect immediately upon adoption.
